Secretary of astate Loomis, who is the 
executive officer here in charge of the 
consular service, tells me that no com­ 
plaint has ever been made at the State 
Department of the way Mr. Gowdy 
lias administered the affairs of his 
office. 
On the contrary, Mr. Loomis 
says the

Mr. 
Gowdy as one of the most capable men 
ta tile consular service. 
Mr. Loomis 
told me he would gladly make a pub­ 
lic statement, to this effect. 
“ I also asked Secretary Shaw' of the 
Treasury department, whether there 
was any flaw in Mr; Gov. Jy’s official 
record, and he assured me that there 
was none—that he was looked on as 
one 
of the exceedingly painstaking 
and capable men in the service.
